Fabulous Wealth Guarded by the 
King of Dahomey. 


Ten Treasure Pits Said to Be Worth 
500,000,000 Francs. 


AVARICE PROMPTING FRANCE TO WAR 
ON BEHANZIN. 


“The Accumulations of Two Centuries Bur- 
fedat Abomey-—Severe Snow Storms 
Throughout Great Eritain — Russia 
Making Headway in Her Defenses at 
Sebastopol—The Black Sea Ficet In- 
creased—General Foreign News. 


Lonpon, April 18.—The Globe to-day pub- 
lishes a letter from a correspondent, 
who, the paper says, is well informed as to 
the matter upop which he writes, giving an 
explanation of the preparations now being 
made by France for a war upon Dahomey. 
It. will be noticed, however, that this letter 
does not bear out the semi-official statements 
heretofore made that France has no inten- 
tion whatever of conducting military opera- 
tions in the interior of Dahomey, connning 
herself solely to defending her possessions in 
the Bight of Ben Porto Novo and Kotonoun. 
The Globe’s correspondent says that itis be- 
lieved on good grounds that an im- 
mense treasure, the accumulation of 
upwards of two centuries, is buried in 
Abomey, the capitalof Dahomey. Allowing 
largely for exaggerations, this treasure, the 

_writer declares, is saidto be worth a sum 
equivalent to 500,000,000 frances. It is known 
that the successive Kings of Dahomey have 
buried vast quantities of bullion within the 
precincts of the palace ina number of large 
pits, ten or more of which are said to contain 
goid and siver to the amount of several 
millions of francs each. 

Authentic reports ofthe existence of this 
treasure reached the French through mis- 
sionaries and traders, and this readily ac- 
counts for the eagerness displayed by the 
French to capture Abomey. Theattempt,the 
correspondent says, has been postponed for 
Various reasons, but now that the French 
Senate and Chamber of Deputies have voted 
a@ credit for the purpose, preparations will be 
made in earnest for a march on Dahomey. 

The French Parliament a few days ago 
voted over 3,000,000 francs for the purpose of 
sending reinforcements to Porto Novoand 
orders were issued by tne Minister of Marine 
for a French cruiser at Montevideo to at 
once proceed to the Gold Coast and join the 
war ship already there. Troops were ordered 
to proceed from St. Louis, Senegal, to rein- 
force the garrison at Porto Novo and much 
activity was displayed in military circles. 

An alr of probability is given to the Giobe’s 
correspondent’s statement by the fact that 
although King Behanzin and his forces, who 
were said to be threatening the French set- 
tlements, had withdrawn northward, there 
was no cessation of the military prepara- 
tions, and they are now being pushed for- 
ward with all possible speed. It may be that 
the French imagination has been excited by 
the stories of the vast treasures in the Daho- 
meijan capital and that under pretense of 
punishing King Behanzin for his many 
crimes against civilization, particularly his 
slave hunting raids, France will seize upon it 
and at the same time cut short the career of 
the despot, whose murders of helpless vic- 
tims cry aloud for vengeance, 


WINTRY WEATHER. 


SEVERE SNOWS PREVAIL THROUGHOUT GREAT 
BRITAIN. 


Lonvox, April 18.—Britons have good 
reason to grumbie atthe weather now pre- 
vailing. People were beginning to congratu- 
late themselves upon an early spring, when 
suddenly there was a change in the tempera- 
ture and midwinter weather set in again. 
Snowstorms prevailed throughout the length 
and width of the Kingdom, and the trees and 
sprouting crops were much damaged. The 
telegraph service throughout the country 
was disorganized by the breaking down of 
wires beneath the weight of the 
sleet that formed on them and 
poles were blown down in every dl- 
rection. Many towns were and are still 
completely isolated by the heavy drifts and 
are disbarred from communication with the 
outside world by the destruction of the tele- 
graph lines. So great was the damage tothe 
telegraphs that the ordinary force of linemen 
find themselves unable to repair the lines as 
quickly as the demands of the service require 
and soldiers have been employed to assist 
them. In the County of Essex the Stour, 
- Breakwater, Lea Rodin and other rivers have 
been swelled to an abnormal height by the 
storms, and in many piaces the country is 
fiooded. In some parts the situation is seri- 
ous. The losses incurred by farmers and 
fruit growers will be very great, owing to the 
vegetables being either washed out of the 
ground or killed by the frost. Fruit trees 
that were budding and giving promise of 
an abundant yield are now blackened and 
wili yleld nothing. Great damage has been 
done to the crops in the Channelislands. On 
the Island of Jersey, where snow and frost 
are rare, the weather has been phenomenally 
cold. Itis estimated that here alone the loss 
in potatoes will amount to £150. The storm 
shows no sign ofabatement. In many places 
the ground is covered with snow a foot deep. 
In some parts of the country the storms have 
been as severe as any that occurred during 
the winter—regular blizzards, in fact. The 
meteorological observations show a storm 
now prevailing, traveling in a northwesterly 
direction, and dispatches announce that it 
is beginning to be felt in the _ Baltic. 
A heavy snowstorm is raging to-day in North 
Wales and Cheshire. Dispatches from Paris 
and places in the North of France state that 
hail and sleet are fallingand the weather is 
bitterly cold. Itis feared that much damage 
will be done to the early crops. 

The troops at Shornc]iffe paraded to-day,.as 
usual, on Kaster Monday, and waited over an 
hour, exposed to the boisterously cold 
weather, to be inspected by the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, the Commander-in-Chief of the forces. 
The Duke did not arrive at the expected time, 
and finally the troops were disbanded. Soon 
afterwards, the Duke arrived and found the 
parade-ground deserted. The soldiers were 
again summoned and a short review was 
held.

SPANISH ‘‘HEELERS’’ RUN THINGS ON THE 
AMERICAN PLAN. 


BARCELONA, April 18.—There was a by- 
election yesterday for member of the Cortes, 
and partisan feeling ran so high that 
many riots occurred. A number of 
people were wounded in these encounters. 
Two armed men raided one polling booth and 
smashed the box, destroying the ballots. 
Spectators who interfered were attacked by 
the two men with knives and were unable to 
prevent the outrage or to capture the mis- 
creants. The result of the polling was the 
election of Salmeron, the well-known Repub- 
lican, WhO was defeated in the election of 
February 1891. 


FORTIFYING SEBASTAPOL. 


RUSSIA STRENGTHENING HER DEFENSES IN 
THE CRIMBA., 

VIENNA, April 18.—Reports from the Crimea 
state that Russia is fortifying Sebastapol in 
& most formidable manner. Two new forts 
on the bank of the River Tchernaya, ona hill 
not very far from where the war monu- 
ment now stands, and the other on 
the hill where Fort Victoria was built 
by the English during the Crimean war, as 
wellas the surrounding outworks, are in a 
forward state. The warship Twelve Apostles, 
which has been built at Nicolaieff and was 
launched seven months ago, leaves Nicolaieff 
this month for Sebastopol, where she will re- 
ceive her guns. The new ironclad Georgie 
Pobedonsets will soon be ready to join the 
Black Sea fleet. The Russian volunteer fleet 
has also been increased during the past two 
months by two fast cruisers, and two more 
cruisers have just been ordered from En- 
gland, 


DOMINION AFFAIRS, 


PUBLIC FEELING IN NEWFOUNDLAND AGAINST 
THE WHITEWAY GOVERNMENT. 

TORONTO, Ont., April 18.—The Empire (gov- 
ernment organ) says: According to ad- 
vices received by the Federal authori- 
ties public feeling in New- 
foundland seems to be setting in 
strongly against the Whiteway Government. 
A message shown tothe Empire by the Minis- 
ter of Marine and Fisheries, reads: All shire 
towns and principal business centersin sev- 
eral election precincts, including Sir William 
Whiteway’s and Mr. Bond’s, protest against 
the tarif_on Canadian goods. Petitions are 
being numerously signed.’’ 

The final report of the Behring Sea Com- 
missioners, Dr. George M. Dawson and Sir 
Baden Powell, in their investigations of last 
year is completed. Dr. Dawson will proceed 
to England this week to present the report to 
the Imperial Government in company with 
his colleague. 


WARKED TO LEAVE. 


Cattle Barons Threatened by the Rustlers 
of Wyoming. 


CHEYENNP, Wyo., April 18.—A number of 
people fleeing through the Wyoming rustler 
territory passed through here. They say the 
rustiers have completely aroused Johnson 
County. Dozens of fleeing cattlemen have 
received notices to leave the country or be 
killed. 

Both Gov. Barber and Gen. Brocke, who 
have been in constant telegraphic communi- 
cation with each other, are anxiously awalt- 
ing news from Fort McKinney. It ts now ad- 
mitted by the citizens ‘here and at Douglas 
that Sheriff Angus has had the wire cut in 
order to prevent an order being sent from 
Gen. Brooke to Col. Van Horne at Fort Mc: 
Kinney to deliver the prisoners to Gov. Bar- 
ber at Cheyenne. Public men regard the 
Situation as growing more alarming and 
few can be made to admit that it is at 
all probable the cattlemen can be got out of 
the country alive. Gov. Barber says he has 
discussed the plan of sending a commission 
to Buffalo to investigate the condition of 
affairs in that country. This will probably 
be done. Nosteps have been taken to bring 
the prisoners from Douglas, and the Governor 
disclaims any intention of shielding them 
from the action of the law. Hesays they will 
be turned over to the civil authorities as soon 
as they can be protected from mob violence. 
If these assurances reach Johnson County 
the excitement there may beallayed, It is 
generally believed here that if the people of 
that section Know that the law will be ob- 
servrd in the future treatment of the prison- 
ers there will be no attempt at violence 
toward any of them. 

A Gillette (Wyo.) dispatch says: Col. Van 
Horne of the Sixth Calvary was to have left 
McKinney yesterday with his three cattlemen 
prisoners, Hesse, Fordand Elliott, and itis 
supposed he did, but nothing has been seen 
or heard of the outfit at Gillette. 

A thousand well armed rustlers, under 
command of M. A. Ryder, the young preach- 
er, are lying in wait for the troops, and 
swear they will get possession of the prison- 
ers, and hang themif they haveto kill Van 
Horne and all his mentodoso. Itis thought 
Van Horne will change his courst and en- 
deavor to keep out of the way of the 
rustlers. It is considered ominous that no 
word has been received from the troops. The 
wires have been cut down for several hours 
and itis thoughtto have been the work of 
rustlers,who have met and fought thetroops, 
and want the news kept from the military 
authorities as long as possible. 

M. A. Rader, the preacher rustler who has 
suddenly come tothe front as the leader of 
the rustlers is a fighting Methodist. He is 
said to possess qualities as aleader that make 
him very popular. Heis rough and biunt in 
speech and possesses a fund of reliable in- 
formation. Hefirst made a reputation bya 
quarrel he had six months ago with a cattle 
man named Bard. They came toblowsand it 
ended in a rough and tumble fight in which 
the preacher came outon top. This made 
him very popular with the rustlers and he 
comes in now for leadership. Heisa fearless 
rider and a good shot. 


GEN. MILES’ OPINION, 

CuHIcaGoO, lll., April 18.—Gen. Miles, who 
was seen last night, said of the cattlemen 
‘*Rustiers’’’ difficulty in Wyoming: ‘‘It’sa 
peculiar feud, and for 1,000 mento be armed 
and assembled on one side on such an issue is 
something extraordinary. It is remarkable 
that those differences should have spread to 


such an extent among that class of men, who 
are accustomed to out-door life, to taking 
care of themselves, and all of whom are such 
fine shots. There ts little fear for the safety 
of the soldiers who are guarding the captured 
cattlemen. The troops are fighting men. 
Fcr this they enlistand are trained. Those 
‘Rustlers’ are sensible men. They know that 
if they slaughter a company of United States 
troops the Government wili not rest until the 
wrong is avenged and the deaths wiped out 
in blood if it takes the whole power of the 
Government todoit. There is a wholesome 
respect for regular troops In all difficulties in 
the West, as there is through the Middle and 
Eastern States in times of riot. Unless the 
Governor declares he is unable to handle the 
trouble the Government troops will not be 
hurried in there in any great numbers.

DESCHANEL’S TOUR. 


American Labor Investigated by a 
French Deputy. ° 


HE FOUND PERFECT ORGANIZATION AND 
MANLY INDEPENDENCE. 


Prominent People Interviewed by Him— 
Phil Armour Talked Salt Pork and 
Gompers and Powderly Talked Statisa- 
tich—Ignorant Foreigners the Only 
Downatrodden Poor. 


New York, April 18,—M. Paul Deschanel, 
the young member of the French Chamber of 
Deputies who was sent tothis country a few 
months ago by his Government toinvestigate 
the condition and development of labor or- 
ganizations and labor questions generally in 
the United States, sailed for France on the 
steamship La Gascogne on Saturday morn- 
ing. On shipboard on the evening of sailing 
he talked of his errand here. He said: 

**I could not begin to tell you all the prom- 
inent peopleI met. In Chicago Idined with 
Mr. Phil Armour and he talked to mea long 
time about salt pork and other matters of 
interest. E met Mr. Powderly, the head of 
Knights of Labor, and found him living ina 
palace and possessed of remarkable intelli- 
gence and finesse. I saw Mr. Gompers, who 
is at the head ofthe National Federation of 
Labor, and from both of these gentlemen 
gained important information and statistics. 
In Pittsburg I went throngh the great iron 
and steel works and was presented to Mr, 
Carnegie. In Baltimore I hada long talk 
with Cardinal Gibbons, who is a fluent 
talker. At Cambridge, Mass., I met ata din- 
ner President Eliot and most of the Har- 
vard professors. . 

A HAPPY CLASS. 

‘‘The American luboring classes,’’ said he, 
‘fare far better paid, better fed, better 
clothed, better taught and happier than 
those of the countriesin Europe. It is al- 
most discouraging to meto have to go back 
to my country and painta picturein my re- 
port which shows such a contrast between 
the condition of things in America and 
France. Why, the perfection of labor organ- 
izations here is years, I may say dozens of 
years,in advance of anything which has 
been dreamed of in France.’’ 

**Do you feel that it will be possible to in- 
troduce the American systemas you have 
seen it into France?’’ 

‘‘Tam afraid thetimeisa long way of?f,’’ 
answered M. Deschanel, ‘‘when we shall see 
such a system of labor organization ficurish- 
ing in France as you have established here, 
The trouble isthe French laboring classes 
are too poor to undertake to carry out sucha 
complicated system. Imay go back and tell 
them of all the wonderful thingsI have seen 
that their fellow-workmenin America have 
accomplished andthey will reply: ‘Thatis 
all very well, but how do you expect us todo 
anything likethat here in France? Where 
are we going to get the money? As it is we 
can hardly find enough food for our families 
and clothing for our children, and if we pay 
the rent on the day itis due we consider our- 
selvesin good luck. What is the use then 
of telling us to put into practice the Ameri- 
can ideas? If American workmen can afford 
to do all that you say, why somuch the bet- 
ter for them, but we cannotand will not.’, I 
am very much afraid thatis the only reply I 
would get and when you cometo think of it, 
what they would say is true. 

A PROFITABLE TOUR. 

‘*‘T donot feel that my investigation has 
been madein vain. On the contrary, in ad- 
dition toa vast amount to technical informa- 
tion,I have come to one conclusionjwhich will 
lam sure, be of great value to the French 
Government whenever projects of legislation 
in the intetest of the laboring classes come 
under its considertion. The pointI would 
make is, andit isone which will be im- 
pressed upon one inevery part of Ameri- 
ca, that the American laboring 
classes owe their success and their 
present power and comfort not to legis- 
lation in their favor, butto their own inde- 
pendent efforts. Legislation is the last 
thing they want to ask for. Indeed they 
look with disfavor uponany measure drawn 
by unpractical philanthrophists to improve 
their condition.’’ 

M. Deschanel was asked if hehad ob- 
served any difference in the degree of 
perfection which had been obtained by or- 
ganizations of different American trades 
unions. He said that he had found two classes 
of American workingmen to whom his lauda- 
tory remarks did not apply at all. The 
workers in Western mines and those engagec 
in certain branches of trades, such as the 
makers of cloaks and garments,were ina con- 
dition quite as bad, if not as positively 
wretched, as anything he had Known at 
home. These two classes were composed 
exclusively of ignorant foreigners, who had 
not arrived at a point of intelligence where 
they were capable of shaking themselves 
free from their bondage. The great funda- 
mental reason for the rapid advance of the 
American workingman was, M. Deschanel 
declared, his superior intelligence. 

LOVELY WOMEN. 

‘‘Perhaps the city where I seemed to feel 
most at home and where the atmosphere was 
most lik@that of Paris was San Francisco. 
That isacity I could live in forever and die 
happy. The climate is perfect and the women 
are simply divine. I never saw so many 
pretty women in my life as I did in the 
streets of San Francisco. I suppose ‘there 
are homely women there, as there are all 
over the world, but I certainly did not see 
any of them. Asfaras that goes, however, 
the women of America are all so lovely that 
it is impossible to make comparisons.’’ 


RESUMING WORK. 


BRITISH NON-UNION MINERS WILL BREAK THE 
STRIKE. 

Lonpon, April 18.—Considerable surprise 
has been caused by the resolutions of the non- 
union miners of Durham, about 10,000 in 
number, to resume work on Tuesday. These 
men had nothing todo with the strike, but 
were forced out of employment by the strike. 
Owing to the stoppage of furnaces and other 
works through the Durham coal strike, be- 
tween eighteen and twenty thousand men, 
women and children, who are not parties to 
the dispute, were deprived of the means of 
earning their livelihood, 

Therefore there is deep and widespread 
distress at Darlington, Stockton, Middels- 
borough, the Hartlepools and the surround- 
ing district. An appeal was made to the 
non-union miners by the coal-owners to 
come to work and earn bread for themselves 
and families, as well as to relieve the 
thousands of other working people deprived 
of support by the strike, For some time the 
non-union miners were afraid to accept the 
offer, for fear of violence at present and 
yersecution in the future. But they have at 
ast consented, having been promised full 
protection, to the extent, if necessary, of 
calling upon the military. With this under- 
standing the non-untonists decided to goto 
work. .A number of them have already 
worked three shifts in safety, and unless 
they break their word 10,000 of them will be 
in the mines to-morrow. This will relieve 
the situation to a great extent and may in- 
auce the union miners to come to terms, 


MAY DAY. 


PREPARATIONS FOR THE CELEBRATION IN

TWO MILLION ERENCHMEN. 

Paris, April 18,—A ‘very imposing cel- 
ebration will be held in France. In 
various sections of the country the 
Socialists have coalesced to enable them 
to take part inthe same processions, The 
leaders expect that 2,000,000 Socialists alone 
will take part in the processions in the differ- 
ent towns on May Day. The authorities do 
not expect any disturbances, but measures 
will be taken to suppress them should they 
occur. The chief deMandof the May Day 
celebrations will Zor an international 
eight-hour working day. In Paristhe cab- 
men and steamboat employes will suspend 
work on May Day. The news from other 
countries is not so reassuring as it is from 
France, and should trouble occur it will occa- 
sion no surprise to the public, 


LABOR MISCELLANY. 


CONTEMPLATED RAILWAY 8TRIKE— SCHOOL 
TEACHERS REBEL. 


New Yor«, April 18.—A strike on the Le- 
high Valley &'Jersey Central Rallroad may be 
ordered this week by the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers on account of coal trains 
having been withdrawn. But the reluctance 
of the brotherhood to adopt the extreme 
measure of astrike is sowell known that 
hopes are entertained that the existing dif- 
feronces will be adjusted without any ‘‘tie- 
up’’ taking place. The course of action to be 
pursued by the engineers will be decided 
Wednesday night at a secret meeting in 
Jersey City. Wellinformed people say that 
i a strike is ordered it will be 
likely to involve the entire Philadel- 
phia & Reading system, Not only the engin- 
eers, but fall the employes of these roads 
are grumbling over a reduction which has 
been madein the freight traimservice. A 
number of freight trains that had hauled coal 
from the mines in Pennsylvania have been 
taken off, and the machine shop employes in 
Easton have been puton halftime. This ac- 
tion is an outgrowth of the recent acquisftion 
of coal mines by the Philadelphia & Keading, 
and in puruance ofa scheme they sought to 
legalize inthe New Jersey Legislature they 
are now restricting the Output of coal for the 
purpose of increasing its price. The men who 
have been laid off through the abandonment 
of this coal traffic are clamoring to have the 
trains put back so that they will beem- 
ployed. 

It was reported from Jersey City last night 
that there would bea strike on the Philadel- 
phia & Reading Railroad torday. It was stated 
that thecompany had decided to reduce the 
wages of its employes, and that the new 
schedule of wages would probably be posted 
to-aay. The om pence of the company de- 
clared last night that if any attempt was 
made to enforce the new schedule there 
would be a general strike. 


CLOSED DOWN INDEFINITELY. 

BuTTE, Mont., April 18.—The upper works, 
comprising about hal{sthe capacity of the 
Anaconda Smelting Co., has Ciopsed down in- 
definitely. No cause 1s assigned for.this sud- 
den stoppage, but it is believed an agreement 
has been entered into with other large cop- 
per producers to decrease the product and 
thereby strengthen the copper market. An- 
other theory is that the closing Is the tin- 
auguration of a movement against the min- 
ers and labor unions, having for its object a 
reduction of wages. Thecompany has been 
treating 2,000tons ofore perday. Five hun- 
dred men were thrown out of employment at 
Anaconda and about one hundred and fifty 
miners were laid off here. 


MOLDERS’ STRIKE. 

KINGSTON, Ontario, April 18.—Thomas Wis- 
dom, Vice-President of the Molders’ Union, 
has arrived here from Pittsburg, 
i, to try and settle the 
molders’ difficulty with the Chown & 


Cunningham foundry. In an interview he 
said: *‘] called onthe manager of the foun- 
dry, but he would not listen to me and forced 
a fight. The union will find situations for 
the Kingston moulders and a boy- 
cott wiil be put on the stoves 
manufactured by Chown & Cunningham. We 
have no other alternative.

EXECUTIVE SECRETS 


Clerk James Rankin Young Accused of 
Disclosing Them. 


A SENATOR NOW SAID TO HAVE BEEN 
THE DELINQUENT. 


Appeal Made to the Vice-President for a 
Rehearing — Chinese Restriction Bill 
Urged by Mr. Sherman — Protest Pre- 
sented by Mr. Vest — Proceedings in 
Congress — Washington Notes. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 18.—The truth in 
the case of James Rankin Young has just 
transpired. He was dismissed, it will be re- 
membered, from his position as executive 
clerk of the United States Senate, {because he 
was charged with having betrayed the se- 
crets of the Senate while in executive session 
over the Behring Sea matter, Atthe time 
the matter was considered Mr. Young was 
not in the Senate chamber, but came in 
shortly after. The disclosure was made by a 
member of the Senate, who wrote the in- 
formation on the backs ofthree envelopes 
and sentthem to a newspaperman. After 
Mr. Young was accusedof breach of trust 
this correspondent went to Mr. Young and 
proffered him these envelopes, saying: ‘‘I 
am not willing that you shalllie under this 
false accusation. Here is the evidence to 
prove your innocénce, Use it and I will 
stand by it.’’ 

Mr. Young declinedto take the envelopes 
or to use the evidence, saying: ‘‘While I am 
anxious to defend my honor, I cannot asperse 
the honor or the integrity of any Senator and 
Iwill not use the information you have. I 
thank you for your kind interest in me, but 
you can readily understand the propriety of 
my position.’’ 

In a letter to the Vice-President, Mr. Young 
says that his resignation would have been an 
admission of guilt, hence his refusal to re- 
sign. Mr. Young’s ietter concludes: 


My right as a citizen to absolute justice is as 
sacred asthe dignity of the Senate, and if 1 can not 
obtain it at that august tribunal, lean appeal to one 
even more august—that of my countrymen. This I 
now do through you. During these debates inthe 
Senate and the myriad publications inp the press, I 
have maintained absolute silence. I felt that 
in writing to Senator Cameron mv duty 
as to self-vindication was done. I ave 
approached no Senator for aid, nor soughtin any 
way toinfluence the act of gentlemen—so many of 
whom have become dear to me through years of 
friendship and association. When friends adyisea 
me to poll the Senate and make some kind of cam- 

aign, as is so often the custom when matters are at 
esue, I said that I asked no defense, no exculpation, 
no palliation, no appeal for mercy. e@ was Inv 
enemy who would doitinmy name. I simply asked 
cold, unsparing justice. 

Two weeks passed and 
case. Afterdebate and under pressure of a portion 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations. a resolution 
was passed declaring my office vacant. The Senate 
which passed it, Iunderstand, was so small that a 
quorum was obtained with difficulty 

So ends my fifteen years of service. All I asked 
from the Senate was an inquiry. This aslim, co- 
erced, reluctant majority denied, Because I de- 
clined to accept the adyice of Senator Cameron and 
resign, my office has been declared vacant. All! 
atk now Iisthas one. of the nators, who has pur- 
sued mein secret. should waive the constitutional 


the Senate resumed my 


privilege of immunity for words spoken in debate 
and avow in public a responsibility for charges made 
during two afternoons of angry discussion. I shal! 
then bein the open and ableto protect myself I 
can promisea swift and decisive answer, one that 
will satisfy the country. This isan appees to manli- 
pone, Eee and fair play. Icannot believe that it 
is made in vain. 

I have but one word, and that is of gratitude to the 
many friends in the Senate who stood by me to the 
end. Life will be barren indeea if I am not permit- 
ted some day to show my appreciation of so much 
confidence and good will. Iwas proud to enter the 
service of the Senate; I am proud of the rich and 
varied friendships thus vouchsafed to me, not only 
of great men gone, butof great men who remain, to 
show that even the office’ of Senatorcan have no 
higher attribute than the administration of justice, 
for which we &re told all time is a temple and all sea- 
sons summer. Iam no less proud of the universal 
expression of friendshipand appreciation which has 
attended my loss of it.

THE BEHRING SEA MODUS VIVENDI READ IN SE- 
CRET SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 18.—The modus 
vivendl for the protection of the Behring 
Sea seal fisherles during the pendency

For some 
reason not now apparent, it was under the 
injunction of secrecy and therefore was not 
laid before the Senate in open session.

Not Guilty the Verdict Rendered at 
Little Rock To-Day. 


OLOSE OF THE SECOND TRIAL OF THE 
 REANSAS EX-STATE TREASURER, 


‘He Was Chafged With the Embezzlement 
of $64,000—A Civil Suit Against His 
Bondsmen Pending in the Chancery 
Court—-A Former Trial Resulted in a 
Disagreement of the Jury. 


LiTTLE Rock, Ark., April 18.—At 10:30 this 
morning the jury in the case of Wm.E.Wood- 
ruff, ex-State Treasurer, charged with em 
bezzling State funds and converting them to 
his own use, returned a_ verdict 
of not guilty. This was the _ sec- 
ond trial, the jury in the first 
ond = trial, the jury in the first 
of office, Jan. 17, 1891, his cash account was- 
short $£4,000, andthe money was not paid in by 
sureties until Feb. 19, 1891. Le was indicted 
for failing to pay over this sum 
when succeeded by Treasurer Morrow. 
A meeting of Woodruff’s bondsmen was held 
soon after reports of his shortage were made 
public, andthe investigation set on foot by 
them and the Governor of the State re- 
venled adefalcation. The matter was pre- 
sented to the Legislature and, fora time, 
assumed a political phase, but the final re- 
sult was the indictment of Woodruff by the 
Grand-jury, charged with embezzling State 
funds and the trial uponthis charge. One 
notable incident of the investigation of 
Woodruff’s accounts was the arrestof J. L. 
Ray, one of ‘the expert accountants employed 
in the case, charged with the theft of $100,000° 
slieged to have been stolen from the treas- 

-ury vaults pending the investigation. 

tno trial took place last November, and on 
the 13th ofthat month the jury, after being 
out some time, failedtoagreeon a verdict, 
and were discharged. They stood six to six, 
A new trial was then ordered, 

On the 25th of last February Attorney-Gen- 
eral Atkinson, acting under instructions from 
Gov.

ingin it whatever. ‘‘Neither of the men 
shot,’’ said he,‘‘was a witness in that case,’’ 
while three of our four witnesses acainst the 
gamblers were sitting right at the next table 
when the trouble occurred, and neither of 
them was hurt. Nothing was said in the con- 
versation that led up tothe shooting about 
the gambling raid that I know of. The trouble 
occurred, according to the statements of 
my Sunday-school scholars, inthis way: The 
Christian Chinamen don’t do any work on 
Sundays. They don’t have any fires or do any 
cooking,,but instead go down to Kong’s 
boarding-house for their meals. They were at 
Sunday-school yesterday afternoon, and 
after Sunday-school eignt of them went to 
Kong’s place to get supper. We havea Chi- 
nese preacher. now, and yesterday 
he talked to them about the resurrec- 
tion or Christ. The Chinamen who 
heard him went away filled with the sermon, 
and when they gathered about the tables for 
supper they were still talking about the res- 
urrection of Christ. This made the heathen 
Chinamen, orsome of them at least, very 
mad and they said gsome very hard things 
about Christ and Christianity. The maddest 
of all was Lee Lang, a brother of Lee Bang, a 
ORNS ee whom weare educating for 
the Christian ministry. After we converted 
Lee Lang we sent him to Des Moines, lo., to 
our Theological College to makea mis- 
out ,of him. He was work- 
time for his brother, 
. who runs a laundry, 
and ofcourse we had to take him outjof the 
laundry. Lee Lang didn’t like that and made 
all the trouble for ushecould. He tried in 
every way to get his brother to give up 
Christianity andeven wrote home to his 
mother and she joined him in his offorts. She 
wrote backthat she wouldlose her home- 
stead unless her sons in America helped her 
to pay for it and implored Lee Bang to return 
to work. Wethought that was only a scheme 
of Lee Lang’s to get his bréther 
back in his laundry and so we 
declined to send him back there, but we 
did take him from college and let him f° to 
work so that he could help his mother. He ts 
now here in the city, but notin his brother’s 
mages be Lee Lang was mad because we 
didn’t let Lee Bang go back to work for him, 
and whenthe discussion about Christianity 
came up yesterday evening at Jung Kong’s 
lace, he was the most bitter of ail against 
he Chinamen who had become Christians. 
But it so happened that the man he wounded 
most severely, Jeu Geng, is nota Christian at 
all, though he works for Lou Bach, the other 
man who was shotand who is a member of 
our Sunday-school,’’ 

‘*I du not belleve,’’said Mr. McClain,contin- 
aene ‘*that the organization of the IHigh- 
binders had anything to do with the affair. 
So faraslicanilearn this organization which 
some people call a Highbinders’ society is 
nothing more than Chinese Free Masonry. 
The Free Masons area secret order in China, 
which, for some reason, is opposed to Christ- 
tianity, and we have never beenableto get 
any Chinese Free Masonsintoour Sunday- 
school. Lee Lang mayor may not bea Free 
Mason,but tf he is Idon’t believe his order bad 
anything to do with the affair, for if that had 
been the case Lou Bach would not have been 
singled out for assassination with half a 
dozen other Christian Chinamen present, and 
Jeu Geng would not have en shotat all. 
The only part that Geng took in the affair was 
asa peacemaker, Hetried to prevent a col- 
lision between the two parties to the discus- 
sion. The Qhristians present told the 
heathens who were making so much fuss that 
they could leave the room if they didnot 
want to hear the word of Christ, but instead 
of leaving they staid and made more fuss 
than ever,.’’ 

RESTING EASY. 

Dr. Marks, at the City Hospital, said at 
noon to-day that Bock was resting easy and 
was in such a condition that it 
could not be stated positively whether he 
would grow better or worse. Both 
men he said were shot from  be- 
hind. This would indicate that 
the Chinaman Joe, whom Lang refers to as 
his friend, kept his Highbinder pledge and 
went to the rescue of Dung and Lang, who 
are also members of the society.

MEETING OF THE BISHOPS. 


Appointments for St. Joseph, Mo., and 
Concordia, Kan., to Be Recommended. 


The suffragan bishops of the archdio- 
cese of S&t. Louis will assemble re 
during the latter part of he 


week totake action regarding the vacant 
Sees of St. Joseph, Mo., and Concordia, Kas. 
The prelates who will take part im 
the conference are Bishops Bon- 
acum of Lincoln, Neb.; Scannell, 
of Omaha, Neb. ; Fink of Leavenworth, Kan. ; 
Hennessy of Wichita, Kan.; Hennessy of Du- 
buque; Hogan of Kansas City. The meetings 
will be held at the archiepiscopal 
residence and will be presided over 
by Archbishop Kenrick. The proceedings 
will be strictly executive. The see of St. Jo- 
seph is the second oldest in  Mis- 
sourl, having been founded: in 1868. 
It was left vacant in 1880 
by the removal of Bishop Hogan to Kansas 
City. The Diocese of Concordia was estab- 
lished in 1887, and Rt. Rev. Richard 
Scannell put in charge, but the 
seat was made vacant two years 
later when he was transferred to Omaha on 
the death of Bishop O’Connor.'the diocese has 
Since been looked after by the bishop of Wich- 
ita. The growing needs of the two dioceses 
render the appointment of bishop necessary. 
The suffragan bishops will meet and select 
three names which will be sent 
on to Rome, from among which the 
Pope will select the one on whom 
he will confer Episcopal honors, It is im- 


possible to learn who will be tne probable 


selections, but the fight between the Amer't- 
can and German factions will figure largely 
in the selection. Archbishop §Ireland’s 
latest advice from Rome tothe opponents of 
Cohenslyism was that no German name 
should be sent On among the candidates even 
as a matter of courtesy, as the German infiu- 
ence at Rome would at once take up that 
name and push the bearer for the nonor. 
From the nationality of the suffragan bish- 
ops itis likely that the successful candidates 
will be Americans. 

It is rumored that an effort will be made to 
have Hannibal erected into an Episcopal See, 
and that the bishops would take steps at the 
meeting to bring it about. 

The matter of a coadjutor for the St. Louis 
archdiocese, although it may come up and be

A West End resident sends the follow- 
ing note to the Post-DISPATCH: 

My husband pays taxes for the support of 
the public schools, but we send our children 
to private schools because we don’t want 
them taken to the cellar and whipped till they 
are black and blue by ill-tempered menor 
crank women, I have seen on children in 
my neighborhood the marks of such punish- 
ment days after its infliction in the public 
schools. What are fine salaries paid to 
teachers for, if not for the patience and 
ability to teach without treating children as 
brutes? 


The Post-DISPATCH will thank its read- 
ers forthe particulars of all cases of such 
punishment asthey occur inthe public 
schools. Any principal who will approve 
it or any teacher who will inflict it, should 
be promptly removed, andany Teachers’ 
Committee willing to retain such teachers 
would be better fitted to have charge of a 
stable of street car mules ora kennel of 
hounds than the education of the people’s 
children. 

The position of teacher in our city 
schools is a very trying one, and not in- 
frequently is obtained and held by ‘‘in- 
flooence’’ rather than by merit. This no 
doubt accounts for much of the whipping, 
and so long as our schoo! administration 
favors the use of the rod arid leaves it to 
the temper and discretion of any teacher 
in immediate charge of a class, cases of 
improper or even excessive punishment 
will sometimes occur. 

Every well vouched report of those cases 
is sure to be the subject of a Post-DiIs- 
PATCH investigation, but our experience, 
we are glad to say, is that a large majority 
of the stories told about mistreatment of 
pupils are one-sided and angry perversions 
of the facts.

Mr. CLEVELAND’S letter of April 8 toa 
friend in Chattamooga wasa remarkable 
production, and its effect upon the action 
of his party was immediate and admirable. 
Without affecting insensibility to the un- 
measured personal devotion of his friends, 
he frankly said he had frequent misgiv- 
ings as to the wisdom of again 
putting him in nomination and expressed 
the hope that the convention would be an 
unhampered deliberative body, ‘‘guided by 
judgment and actuated by true Demo- 
cratic spirit and the single desire to suc- 
ceed on principle.’’? As modestly as a 
candidate could utter such a sentiment 
without seeming to pose consciously ina 
great act of self-abnegation be said in sub- 
stance that he desired the success of his 
partyand its policy more than he desired 
the presidency for himself. 

Immediately after the publication of this 
letter Democratic State Conventions prac- 
tically unanimous for CLEVELAND met in 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania and Ne- 
braska and confined their action on the 
nominee question to resolutions indorsing 
CLEVELAND asthe known favorite of the 
masses, but charging their State delega- 
tions to Chicago with no other duty but 
that of consulting the assembled wisdom 
of the party and contributing their best 
judgment to the selection of the strongest 
ticket. 

A convention of delegations bound hand 
and foot by instructions for this or that 
candidate, cannot deliberate and decide 
what is best forthe party, It can be only 
a contest of personal factions, working for 
men rather than measures, and often sacri- 
ficing the party and its policy for the pro- 
motion of a favorite and his friends. 

This is true of State Conventions also, 
and there never was a time when the 
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Democrats of Missouri stood in more need 
than now of a| deliberative convention to 
nominate candidates for State offices. 

The candidates for Governor are all new 
men in State ~politics—an ex-Mayor of 
Kansas City, an ex-Prosecuting Attorney 
from Ralls County,.a shelved ex-Congress- 
man from the Southwest, a preacher 
from a central. ‘county,  etc.—all 
vouched for as respectable men by citizens 
of their own townships, but all unk nown 
to the great majority of voters outside of 
their own Congressional districts. To in- 
struct for anybody in such a list of candi- 
dates is to decorate him with a forged cer- 
tificate of popular approbation. 

To select a Governor from such a list, or 
to go outside of it and press some better 
known and stronger man into the service 
ofthe party, is work for representative 
delegates whocan be trusted to exercise a 
patriotic and intelligent judgment, The 
handcuffed henchmen or automatons of a 
lotof local party bosses cannot be safely 
trusted to deal wisely with such a situa- 
tion.

The Gaines Divorce Case Opened 
in the Courts. 


A Remarkable Suit With a Story of 
Two Abductions. 


THE HUSBAND'S CROSS-BILL TO THE PE- 
TITION FILED THIS MORNING. 


It Charges Mrs. Gaines, Formerly Miss 
Augusta E. Evans of St. Louis, With 
Imprudent Conduct, but the Charge 
Disproved by Numerous Depositions— 
Judge Laughlin Telis of the First Ab- 
duction of Little Celeste Gaines~—In- 
teresting .Testimony Taken. 


A gentleman with gray hairand beard ac- 
companied by several ladies, entered Judge 
Withrow’s Court to-day, shortly after 
the court convened and took seats be- 
hind a Council table. The gentleman 
was the well-known stock man, Capt. A. G. 
Evans, the father of Mrs. Augusta E. Gaines 
plaintiff! in the celebrated Gaines divorce 
Suit set for hearing in Judge Withrow’s 
to-day. The smalllady dressed tastefully in 
black, who sat by the old gentleman was 
Mrs. Gaines, the fair plaintiff. Atall gentle- 
man with a military appearance, dressed 
ina light spring sult, who sat beside his at- 
torneys, Col. James9O. Broadhead and Mr, 
Leo Rassieur was Col, William P. Gaines. 
the defendant. Col. Gaines is a handsome 
man with black hair sprinkled with gray,and 
wears a black moustache, chin whiskers and 
sideburns, . 

When court opened, 1. Broadhead pre- 
sented an application for a continuance, 
based on an affidavit setting forth the ab- 
sence of an alleged important witness, Mrs, 
Metinda Lythe of Los Angeles, Cal., 
wife of a porter in the employ of the Pullman 
Palace Car ©o, She formerly lived, it was 
set forth inthe affidavit, at El Paso, Tex., 
but is now living at Los Angeles, Cal. 
lil health was given as ae frea- 
son for the absence of the witness. 
Before thé reading of the affidavit the cross 
bill of Col. Gaines was filed. Col. D. P. Dyer, 
Mrs. Gaines’ attorney, stated that it had not 
been filed before by consent of the parties, 

THE CROSS BILL. 

The cross-bill admits the marriage of the 
parties Sept. 19, 1883, in St. Louls and their 
living together until Oct. 8, 1888, when, it ts 
alleged, the plaintiff left her home at 
Austin, Tex., and has not since re- 
turned to live with defendant. Deser- 
tion is alleged on this count. The cross 
bill further alleges that Mrs, Gaines objected 
to living at the residence in the suburbs of 
Austin, Tex., to which Col. Gaines brought 
his bride in 18838. They broke up housekeep- 
ing, itis alleged, and went to boarding. The 
plaintiff, it is averred, insisted that 
she should have some young lady friends 
from St. Louls or St. Joseph, Mo., to live 
with her. The cross bill sets upthatin May, 
1884, the defendant sent to &t. Joseph and 
had a Miss Haxto come and keep his wife 
company, remaining until Sept. 1, follow- 
ing. It is further alleged that 
the period of Miss Hax’s stay was spentina 
constant whirlin society, attending parties, 
theaters, rides and drives, spending the 
nights in social dissipation .and the days in 
sleeping, lounging in bed, changing dresses, 
painting her face and dying her hair. 

Charges of frivolous conduct are made 
against Mrs. Gaines—among them dressing 
ina fancy Mother Hubbard costume, with a 
very short skirt while attending a booth 
at a church festival at Austin, 
It is allegea that from May 1 to June 11, 1886, 
while the plaintiff was with her baby and the 
defendant’s father summering at. the 
Beach Hotel in Galveston, Tex., she, 
as the defendant is informed, so 
conducted herself with one Frank J. Bow- 
manof St. Louis, since deceased, and other 
menthat her conduct became the ee of 
remark among the guests of the 
hotel, and made it necessary for 
the defendant to remove his family from the 
hotel. It is also alleged in the cross-bill that 
the defendant’s father being dangerously 
ill and his life despaired ol, 
the plaintiff, who was having a 
dress made for a ball to be given in honor of 
Gov. Ross’ second tnaguration, said, ‘‘I do 
hope that the old man won’t die until the 
bail is over,’’ It is also alleged that the 
plaintiff in the spring of 1888, as the de- 
fendant is informed, left the home of the de- 
fendant one night abouts p. m., dressed in 
men’s clothes, returning about 10 p. m, 

The cross bill does not make any direct 
charges of improper conduct against Mrs. 
Gaines other than alleged imprudent acts. 
The affidavits of pecple of the very best 
standing which were afterward read, spoke 
most highly of Mrs. Gaines’ behavior at all 
times, 

THE CASE PROCEEDS. 

Judge Withrow refused to grant the con- 
tinuance and ordered the case to proceed. 
Col, Dyer read the petition, the con- 
tents of which have already been 
published. Mrs. Gaines charges neglect on 
the part of her husband, and that he told her 
that he did not loveher. Mr. Rassieur read 
the answerand crossbill afterthe reading of 
the petition, 

Col, Dyerthen arose and stated that he 
wished to offer the deposition of Mrs. Mary 
A. Orr. The defendant testified that she was 
the widow of the late Wm. Cc. Orr 
of st. Louis and lived on Comp- 
ton Hill, Lafayette avenue, next 
door to Capt, Evans. Had known the Evans 
family ever since they lived on the hill. 
Knew Mrs. Gaines intimately. Knew her as 
a young lady and since she was married. Also 
since she, Mrs. Gaines, had been home at 
her father’s house fortwo years past. Had 
never known or heard anything derogatory 
toher. Had known the little child, Celeste, 
and testified that the child was lovingly 
and carefully raised by Mrs. Gaines and 
Mrs. Evans, the child’s mother and grand- 
mother. 

The deposition of Miss Eliza Bell Orr, 
daughter of the preceding deponent, was 
then read and was to the same general effect 
as Mrs. Orr’s testimony. Deponent had 
seen the child, Celeste, on the first day it was 
brought back from Texas, and afterwards, 
and the child had improved _ greatly, 

in health and spirits, since 

being in —-e of its 

Had never seen any instance of ill- 

treatment ofthe child. Knew Mrs, Evans 

and Mrs. Gaines were good Christian people. 
MRS. GAINES’ GOOD BEHAVIOR, 

Col. Dyer then said he wished 
to put in evidence certain de posi- 
tions of witnesses Visiting in Austin, Tex. 
He read the deposition of Mrs.Mary M.Thorn- 
ton of Austin, Tex., who testified that she 
was the wife of J. M, Thornton, Cashier 
of the First National Bank of Austin, and 
was the mother of twochildren. Had known 
Mrs. Gaines in Austin, and testified that Mrs, 
Gaines went in the best society of that city. 
Deponent had often visited Mrs. Gaines, and 
never saw anything in her conduct not be- 
coming fto a perfect lady. Mrs, 
Gaines seemed to be devoted to little Celeste 
and was a perfect mother, The child seemed 
tohave a superabundance of clotnes, and 
in fact was provided with everything 
a child could need or wish.

INDIFFERENT TO HER ILLNESS. 

Mrs. Jennie W. Neat’s deposition was the 
next to be read, She was a widow 
and had known Mrs. Gaines for many years. 
Defendant had been a great. deal with Mrs. 
Gaines, during the latter’s illness in 1888. 
Col.Gaines would pass through the sick room, 
but never spoke to his wife or made 
any inquirtes about her condition. On one 
certain day, when Mrs. Gaines was danger- 
ously ill, Col. Gaines did not once goto her 
room nor make any inquiries about her, 
although he was in the house once and took 
dinner with defendant. Mrs. Gaines’ devo- 
tion to the baby was beautiful. Deponent 
could not tell about Mrs. Gaines’ devotion to 
her husband, as she never saw them talking 
together. 

At this point Col, Dyer read from the depo- 
sition the following questions and answers: 

‘*‘Did you ever notice anything in Mrs. 
Gaines’ conduct to her child which indicated 
that there was a lack of affection?’’ 

Answer.—I consider thata very silly ques- 
tion, after what I have already sald. 

‘‘Icouldn’t take offense at that answer 
then,’’ said Col, Dyer, looking up from his 
manuscript, ‘‘because I was in Texas.’’ 

Deponent then testified to the high charac- 
ter of Mrs. Gaines and her conduct while liv- 
ing in Austin.

Several letters were 
found on him, one of which read as follows: 

PITTSBURG, March 29, 1892. 

DEAR GEORGE—Lonuise received the package last 
week and was very much pleased withit. She was 
very “ you were not here to celebrate St. 
Patrick’s Day with her. Sheis quite a big girl now 
and imagines she isa young lady. Everything here 
is about as usualand nothing changed very much, 
excepting we are all growing older. I met Dan 
sMcFreaericks the other day and he looks justthe 
same. Heasked for allofyou. Papa told me he had 
aletter from Ross, and that he was in St. Louis. 
Are vou all together and how are you getting along? 
I am going back to Cleveland the first of next week. 
Write and tell me how you are. Doc is talking of 
going to California on a business trip. I don’t know 
whether he will take me with him or not. With love 
from all, your sister, MINNIE, 

There is also a letter from the Ross referred 
to who, it appears, is abrother of Minnie 
and George, and that he had just arrived in 
St. Louls when the letter was written, Feb. 
28, from Seattle, Wash., and was stopping 
with another brother, Scott, here in St. Louts 
at 9024¢ Locust street. Ross stopped one day 
in Denver, he says in the letter, anda couple 
of hours in Kansas City. After telling how 
dead Kansas City is, Ross says: 

St. Louis, though, is very lively and everything Is 
besmtng. There is more life here now than in any 

lace I have seen in several years. The display in 

he stores knocks the spots off Frisco. Have not 

looked aronnd very much vet for a job, though I have 
the promise of one in Chicago and expect to hear 
from there to-morrow. The weather here is very 
pleasant and warin. 

There is also a letter from his brother Scott, 
written at 90242 Locust street, this city, on 
Feb. 19, In which the writer says that heis 
just recovering from the grip. He, too, ap- 
pears to have been out of employment and 
out of money also. The letter indicates that 
he was a Pullman conductor, and that 
some of his fellow-conductors came to his as- 
sistance when he was sick and without 
means, 

Twotintype pictures were found onthe 
dead man, one showing a young lady and the 
other four youn gentlemen. The body is 
thatofa man about 385 years old. He has 
dark hair, sandy mustache, and must have 
weighed about 165 pounds. He-wore a dark 
blue frock coat and vest of same color, and 
dark pants, and had been in the water prob- 
ably three or four days. 

Scott McCullough, the brother of the dead 
man, is an inspector of the Pullman com- 
pany, and lives with his wife in flats at 0244 

ocust street. He and his brother, Ross,were 
preparing to gzotothe Morgue this morning, 
whena reporter saw them. ‘‘George and 
Ross came to visit me last month from 
Seattle, where they had been building a rall- 
road,’’ said Scott. ‘‘They are both civil 
engineers. George and I took a walk not 
long ago to see the new bridge and the 
basins, and we walked along by the basins. 
He left the house two weeks ago to-morrow 
and we heard nothing of him, but he had 
been drinking gee! heavily and we thought 
he would come back. I think thatina fit of 
delirium he wandered along the way we had 
gone and fellin. He had nothing to induce 
anybody to rob and murder him.

SOME IMPORTANT MATTERS TO COME BE. 
FORE THE CONVENTION, 


The Military Eurgeons Beginning to Ar 
rive—Local Physiciatis to Receive Them 
Hospitably—The Field Hospital Service 
andthe National Guard—Demand fora 
National Medical Institute. 


Some of the military surgeons who will at- 
tend the convention that will open to-mor- 
row arrived inthe city this morning, anda 
large number will arrive by the evening 
trains. There will be but two United States 
Army surgeons not stationed in this city 
present atthe convention, buttnis is owing 
to the fact that the transportation account 
of the army is running low, and asit cannot 
be replenished until July 1, 
and as a large amount of ma- 
terial has been sent from Fort 
Riley, Kan., it was deemed best to have but a 
few surgeonsin attendance rather than to 
cut short the display of the new appliances 
for the field hospital. 
HOSPITAL FIBLD SERVICE. 

The two army surgeons, Maj. John Van 
R. Hoff and Lieut.-Col. J. R. Greenleaf, 
are already on the grouhd, anda large force 
of men is at work arranging the field hospital 
display at the armory. This isto bein the 
charge of Maj. Hoff, who Is at the head of the 
Echool of Medical Instruction at Fort Riley, 
and ts in charge of the fleld hospital service 
of the army. During the Sioux troubles 
at Pine Ridge, Dak., the field hospital in its 
modern form was first brought into active 
service, and the benefits derived were so 
great as to induce the Government to extend 
the service, but also to cause the medical 
corps at Washington totake steps to inter- 
est the surgeous of the National Guard in 
the subject. The display of field hospital 
appliances at the Armory will be very large, 
and is regarded by many as the most impor- 
tant feature of the convention. 

REGULARS AND MILITIA. 

By next year the Government will be pre- 
pared to furnish the different States with up- 
pliances for field hospitalsin the same man- 
ner in whicharms and accoutrements are sup- 
plied tothe combatant arms of the militia. 
When this is done the medical corps of the 
State troops will be placed under the super- 
vision of the United States Surgeons, and, as 
far as possible, all will be organized on the 
same system, Another important movement 
to be inaugurated will be to found a national 
school for military surgeons. The three 
combatant arms of the regular army 
now possess schools of instruction, anda 
similar school is provided for the engineer 
corps. Hitherto the medical corps has had 
nothing of the kind. Thelate Attorney-Gen- 
eral Kaxter was very anxious to obtain the 
establishment of sucha school, but owing to 
the small number of officers that could be 
spared, the project could not be carried out, 

SURGICAL SCHOOL OF APPLICATION, 

It was then suggested that a union could be 
formed with the surgeons of the National 
Guard, and the school of instruction organ- 
ized paces the management of the Govern- 
ment, 

This subject will be fully discussed at the 
coming meeting, and an appropriation for 
such a scheme will be put in the next army 
appropriation bill. The local physicians are 
showing the greatest hospitality to their 
confreres. A majority of the delegates to the 
convention will be entertained at private 
houses, Among those already in this city are 
Angelo Fesborazzi of Mobile, Ala., J. D. 
Griffith of Kansas City and C. M. Woodward 
of Michigan. Every stateinthe union save 
two will be represented, the majority by 
more than one surgeon, andit is expected 
that the attendance will amount to fully 150. 

THE BALL TO-MORROW NIGHT. 

The grand entertainment and ball which 
the citizens of St. Louis will tender tothe 
military surgeons at the Merchants’ Ex- 
change to-morrow evening will be perhaps 
the most elaborate social event of the season, 
The rules for dress which ure enforced at the 
Veiled Prophet’s ball will be followed.

At 
to-morrow night’s ball many of the army 
officers willappear In co te military re- 
galia, and it is safe to’ say that more 
uniformed gallants will be on the floor than 
at any other affair in St. Louis for years. The 
hall willhave four entrances, but carriages 
will be allowed to stop only at the Third and 
Fourth street entrances. Two thousand in- 
vitations have been issued and at least one 
thousand will be accepted. Mr. Lil McNair

BLACKBURN CAN PROVE HIS 
TALE OF SUICIDE. 


He Employs a Lawyer and Will Dispose 
of the Theory of Murder at the Inquest 
—Gen. Hollingsworth and W. J. Doug- 
lass Had Nothing to Do With the 
Tragedy. 


The melody of singing birds filled the Third 
District Police Station this morning. Two 
reed birds piped from a cage on the top ofthe 
Sergeant’s desk and five canaries, each in his 
own little house of gaudily painted wire, sang 
asif they would split their little throats, 
bobbing about in ecstasy whenever a ray of 
sunshine pierced the clouds and came in 
through the dirty windows. 

Their mistress had been Annie Hollings- 
worth, whose death by a pistol the detectives 
are trying to explain to-day. The house 
where she lived, a plain two-story tenement, 
No, 606 North Eleventh, that crouched be- 
tween two big buildings, asifit wanted to 
hide its shameful apartments, was watched 
by a policeman this morning, and from 
within came the howling of two spaniels and 
the whining of puppies, which had been with 
the birds, the pets of the dead woman. The 
doors were locked and barred, and the peo- 
ple who had been living there had gone 
elsewhere. 

Annie Hollingsworth lay in the Morgue, her 
brown hair artfully disposed. by the attend- 
ants so as to conceal the bullet wound inthe 
temple. Confined in cells only a few steps 
from where she lay, held to appear before 
the Coroner’s inquest to-morrow, were thé 
three men to whose lives hers had been 
bound for years, one of them the young 
workman who had seen her die. 

WAS ARMED AND BLOODY. 

He isa boiler-maker named Wylie Black- 
burn. .He was found by two police officers 
yesterday morning at4io’clock pounding at 
the door of a Grug store ohn Seventh and 
O’Falion streets. Officer Daniels heard the 
noise and ran up to him. 

‘*What’s the matter?’’ he asked. 

**4 woman has shot herself,’’ said the young 
man, ‘‘and I’m trying to get a doctor.’’ 

The policeman saw spots of blood on the 
man’s clothing. He rapped and Sergt.O’Sul- 
livan and Officer McGuire came up. ‘‘Show 
us the woman,’’ the Sergeant directed, and 
he started off with Blackburn, leaving the 
two officers to geta doctor and follow. On 
the way, Blackburn, whose talk was most 
incoherent, suddenly stopped and pulleda 
small pistoi from his pocket. 

**She shot herself with this,’’ he said. 

The pistol had one chamber empty. The 
Sergeant took it. Atasmall house, No. 152% 
North Seventh street, the young man stopped 
and ledthe way up-stairs. Annie Hollings- 
worth was lying there dead, anda bathing her 
face with water was a little woman in black, 
with tearful eyes, the mother of Blackburn. 
The Sergeant waited till the other officers 
came, andthen sent Blackburn under arrest 
to the police station, while an ambulance 
Carried the corpse to the Morgue. 

THE HUSBAND WAS COMPLAISANT. 

The story Blackburn told the Sergeant was 
strange enough to make the officer suspect a 
murder had been committed. He said the 
dead woman had lived with her husband, 
named Gen. Hollingsworth, in three rooms in 
the Eleventh street house. He had been in 
the house that morning when the husband 
camein. Annietold the husband to go to 
bed and he did so. Then she 
asked Blackburn to go to a hotel with her. 
He refused, and she followed him out of the 
house whenhe started home. Onthe way 
she renewed her request, and when he again 
declared that he would go home she took a 
pistol from ber pocket and firedthe fatal 
shot. Blackburn sald he took upthe body, 
carried it to his mother’s house and then 
started for a doctor. 

Two policemen went down to arrest Hol- 
lingsworth. He was sleeping off the effects 
ofadebauch. Hesaid that when he came 
into the house the night before, Annie, who 
was playing cards with Blackburn, told him 
to goto bedand notto get up until the next 
morning. Helay down, wentto sleepin five 
minutes and knew nothing more till the po- 
lice awakened him. 

ANOTHER FRIEND APPEARS. 

Yesterday while Assistant Chief Reedy was 
investigating the case a little, thin young 
man, who said his name was William J. 
Douglass, came to the Morgue and looked at 
the woman. ‘‘I have knowu her a long 
time,’’ he said to the Morgue keeper. He 
took the hand of the corpse and was looking 
into her face when he suddenly reeled and 
fellin'a faint. When herecovered he found 
that his emotion had brought about his ar- 


rest. 

THEY WILL BE KELEASED. 
’ To-day all three of the men had recovered 
from the fright which had overcome them, 
and it was madeeasierto get a connected 
story of the tragedy from them. A PostT- 
DISPATCH reporter was talking to them in the 
holdover this morning when Blackburn’s 
mother came to the bars witha basket of 
breakfast she had cooked herself, She 
handed it to her son, crying.

IN PARKHURST’S WAKE.

NEw York, April 18.—Rev. Dr. Da Costa, 
who has repeatedly criticised Rev. Dr. Park.

‘*Hence, when one went to her abode, in- 
troduced himself as an ambassador of Christ, 
he was kindly and courteously, aye, gladly 
received, and when the subject of her mother 
was brought up, recalling tender memories 
of a lost home, a once sweet life, of Sunday- 
school days, and church-going, of chofr- 
singing and religion and lost purity the 
woman gave way to convulsive sobs and shed 
tears of bitter repentance. 4 

‘Then she thankfully accepted the 
invitation to assemble her entire house- 
hold for prayers, and in the very 
parlors, only a few days before the scene of 
disgusting orgies, the Magdalenes humbly 
knelt and in plaintive tones spoke the prayer 
‘Forgive us our tresspasses. Lo have 
mercy upon us miserable sinners.’ ’’ : 

These words ag they were delivered by Dr 
Da Costa, credted a profound sensation 
among the congregation. Police Captain 
Brogan was among the auditors.

I myself am positive in this belief and taken 
asa whole I don’t see where you can locate a 
stronger club than the Reds. Wehave three 
cracking good pitchers, two first-class catch- 
ers, as strong an infieldas could be formed 
and as for our outfield, where can 
three stronger hitters be found. This is our 
strong point and upon which we are going to 
win our games, of course, the assistance 
of first-class twirling to fallback on. Why, 
look at to-day’s score, and see howthe game 
was won, Clean hittingonour partand ef- 
fective pitching backed up by good fielding; 
that is what counts and, mark my words,it’s 
going to result in the Reds surprisinga great 
many beforé the season closes.’’ 

‘*‘What do you think of the Browns’ Cap- 
tain?’’ 

Without a moment’s hesitation the only 
**Commy’’ responded: 

**You have astrong teamin every point, 
and what is more, in Jack Glasscock you have 
@ first-class man to handle it, but from what 
I witnessed to-day 1 am afraid he is not go- 
ing to be successful. I, of course, 
refer to the interference of  “Pres- 
ident Von der Ahe—for instance 
his coming down out of his private box and 
in the presence ofan audience like we had 
to-day ordering the players 
at least according to what was printed in the 
daily papers, were under the sole supervision 
of Capt. Glasscock, and especially upon the 
field.g This 1 do not think isjproper. Mr, Von 
der Ahe of course did it when I was in 
charge of affairs over here, but still that does 
not prevent me from denouncing It. 

**St. Louis is the only base ball city where 
you witness such a proceeding, and I hardly 
think Jack Glasscock isthe manto stand it. 
What can you expect fromateam hampered 
insuchamanner? Why, the entire aggrega- 
tion was on pins and needles while Mr. Von 
der Ahe was on the bench; a player don’t like 
to be reprimanded in the presence of a 
crowd as we had to-day, and In their anxiety 
to show up Well, they became nervous, and 
consequently were unable to do themselves 
justice. If this is continued, the aggregation 
will goto pieces. The old crowd understood 
this, and duringthe closing years we were 
with him did not mindit so much, but to 
players who have not been educated up to 
such treatment, it is not going to pass, and if 
I’m not greatly mistaken, Chris himself is 
going to bethe biggest sufferer. St. Louis 
ball cranks have been educated up toa first- 
class article of ball,and will not support any- 
thing else. shouldthe present club fail to 
show up well, which, ifthe present state of 
affairs continues will surely result, the sport 
will be dead in this, one of the greatest of base 
ball towns. Chris, I think, is going to kill 
base ball in St. Louis, and unless I am 
greatly mistaken he will have few sympa- 
thizers. Heis not popular, and you just 
watch and see if the League magnates don’t 
throw him down the first chance they getand 
setup another clubin St. Louis. The way the 
sport is managed in thiscity now will never 
suitthe big Eastern clubs, who unless they 
play Sunday games will not receive enough 
percentage in this town to cover their tray- 
ellng expenses. They are not going to pay 
out $400 and $500 for week-day games at home 
with the Browns and in return receive $90 and 
$100 out here. Even with Sunday games tre- 
mendous risk is taken. Suppose a club like 
saltimore travels all the way out here to play 
a Sunday game and it rains, whatis the re- 
sult? Youcan summarize that out yourself. 
EasternAssociation teams were howling ‘mur- 
der’ last season, and the Eastern League 
ciubs will be doing so before long, St. Louis 
is a good ball town and with proper manage- 
ment can be made a profitable week-day 
city, as well as Sunday, but it can only be 
done witha first-class team to supply the 
sport, and such agwrregations can only be se- 
cured by the liberal expenditure of money, 
which Chris is unwiiling to do. ‘The 
latter is getting a great deal 
of credit for sneaking into the 
League, but had it not been for the shrewd- 
1ess Of Zach Phelps he would have never 
beenadmitted. it wasthe Kentucky attor- 
ney who manipulated the business, and he 
brought Louisville in with him, but 1 have an 
idea, however, that Vonder Ahe and Louis- 
Ville will be thrown down yet. The organi- 
zation is too bulky as it is, and too much 
traveling hasto bedone. Eight clubs is all 
that is necessary, and although 
I may be mistaken, | am firmly convinced 
that eventually the four weaker clubs of the 
present organization will be crushed. This, 
of course, includes Chris, but does not neces- 
sarily mean that St. Louis will be left out. It 
is too good a balltown forthat. Overat the 
conference at Indlanapolis,’’ said Comiskey,
